STRYCHNINE THE GOPHERS. 


This 
is 
Said to bo the Host EffectUe 
Method of Kidding 
Fields of this 
Anlninl. 
The following method 
of exter- 
minating gopheis, by F. C. Scars, 
of tho Slato Agricultural 
Collcgo, 
at Manhattan, 
and 
published 
in 
tho Stockman, 
will 
prove 
of great 
intcrost to our farmers, as this ani 
mal is very 
troublcsomo 
in this 
valloy: 
"I am tempted to give my experi- 
ence in ridding alfalfa fields ol go- 
phers, in tho 
hopo 
that 
it may 
help somo of your readers who aro 
troubled that way, as any one who 
laises alfalfa is almost smo to bo. 
I Ihink, ab several 
of your 
cor- 
respondents 
havo 
said, 
that tho 
quickest ana surest way is by 
put- 
ting poisoned Tiish or sweet pota- 
toes (preferably tho latter) in tho 
runs of tho gopheis, but tho 
prin- 
cipal 
difficulty, 
with novices, at 
least, is to 
find 
tho 
mns. 
This, 
however, becomes a comparatively 
easy matter when one is acquaint- 
ed with tho habits of tho animal. 
As a rule, tho 
run-waj'- 
S 
aro from 
six inches to a foot bolow tho 
sur- 
face and largo enough to admit 
a 
man's arm. 
The piles of dirt 
on 
tho siufaco of tho field aro usually 
over tho mouth of a sido 
burrow 
or offshot from tho main run, and 
as a rulo theso side chambers 
aro 
filled with 
looso 
earth 
back 
to 
whoio they join the main 
run-wa- 
It is generally possible, by noting 
tho relative positions of tho 
piles, 
to determine on which side of any 
particular pile tho 
'tin-wa- 
y 
is 
lo- 
cated. 
Now, dig 
down 
on 
that 
sido of 
tho 
mound, 
and 
witn 
a 
sharpened stick, probo around 
in 
tho sides of tho hole thus mado till 
tho sido 
chamboi 
is 
discovered. 
This is not haid to do, as tho earth 
in tho run is moro looso than that 
around it and of a peculiir granu- 
lar 
tcxturo. 
Having 
ascertained 
with tho sharpened stick in which 
diicction tho 
chamber 
runs, dig 
down in that 
direction 
with 
tho 
spado stopping occasionly to locate 
tho chamber and make sure that it 
continues in tho oiiginal direction, 
and usually tho main 
run-wa- y 
will 
bo found not moro than 
a foot or 
two from tho mouth 
of tho side 
chamber. 
When you 
havo found 
the main urn, clean out tho looso 
caith,placo tho 
bate 
insido 
the 
run, and stop up 
tho hole 
in tho 
sido with a few largo clods to 
pre- 
vent tho looso eaith 
from falling 
in and stopping the 
run. 
I havo 
seen this method tried 
on several 
fields which 
wero badly 
infested, 
and it has always proved effective 
In prcpaiing tho bate, 
cut 
tho 
potatoes into pieces about an 'inch 
square, mako 
an incision 
in 
tho 
side of each piece and introduce 
a 
littlo strychnine. 
Only tho least 
bit is necessary, and if you have 
tho crystalized 
form, pulvorizo it 
bofoio using, as an ordinary 
'crys- 
tal contains enough to kill a dozon 
or moro gophers. 
Don't buy somo 
patent gopher exterminator, which 
probably contains ono tenth strych- 
nine or somo weaker 
poison and 


nine-tenth- 
s 
powdered 
turnip, 
but 
get strychnine, and prcforablj" the 
crystalized 
form, 
as there is 
less 
chanco of adulteration.

By virtue of the law of tho 
Ter- 
ritory of Arizona, the Friday 
fol- 
lowing tho first day of Febuary 
in 
each year has been 
designated 
as 
Arbor Day, and as 
such 
is to bo 
observed as a legal 
holiday 
and 
the governor is directed 
to make 
proclamation of tho same.

county 
school 
superinten- 
dents of each 
county aro required 
to prcscribo a courso 
of oxercises 
to 
he 
obseived 
by 
the 
public 
school. 
And it is mado 
tho duty 
of tho authorities 
in every 
public 
school to assemble the pupils under 
eir chargo and to havo 
and to 
hold such exercises 
as shall tend 
to encourage the planting, protec- 
tion and preservation 
of trees and 
shrubs and tho best methods to bo 
adopted to accomplish such results. 
In this arid legion of almost per- 
petual growth, with a climato so 
benign, tho possibilities of tho soil 
so generous, whoro plant life under 
tho vitalizing power of inigation, 
dovolops so lapidly and comes to 
such a high stato of perfection, and 
the desert can bo transformed into

Tho area of tho county 
approxi- 
mates 7000 square miles. 
It i3 all 
at an olovation of moro than 
2,500 
feet abovo sea lovol, which secuics 
it from the burning 
heats 
exper- 
ienced in tho lower valloys to tho 
west. 
Its surface is diversified 
by 
rolling hills, prcoipitous 
and rug 
gcd mountain ranges, elevated pla- 
teaus and valloys,

The Tongan kingdom consists of 
four groups 
of islands,

Haapai, Vavai and Ninafoou, with

18,000 
inhabatants. 
Toga-tab- u 
is tho capital, 
but tho king 
makes his homo 
at 
Haapai 
and 
goes to Toga only 
whon 
business 
calls him thoic. 
Tho way business 
is carried 
on in this kingdom 
is 
not very profitablo to tho people. 
About tho only export from 
theso 
islands is tho cabra (dried cocoanut,) 
thcio aro thousands of tons of this 
shipped every year.

of their dogs gets any of that food 
thoy will dio tho

way. 
In 
this way tho people aro kept down. 
A native fiom any other 
kingdom 
can como and cat with 
tho king 
and thoy aio allright. 
Tho peoplo of tins kingdom 
aro 
so simplo that thoy cannot see that 
such tiaditions aro just to 
kcop 
them fearing their rulers. 
Tho pooplo row aro not so num- 
erous as thoy were 100 years 
ago, 
so 
tho 
old 
inhabitants 
of tho 
island say, and I find in my travels 
ruins of numerous villages. 
I will 
mention ono island 
in particular, 
that was thickly populated at ono 
timo 
but 
now 
thcro 
is 
but 
one man livingithcio, and hoisjust 
taking 
wro 
of 
tho 
government 
swine. 
Q!liat island is south of this 
ono and they aro joined 
together 
by a lccf and whon tho tide is out 
tho water is very shallow and the 
natives travel oyer this reef 
when 
necessary. 
Theic were somo raon 
uments built on that island 
about 
200 years ago, 
by 
Older 
of ono 
Matau 
Vave, 
a high clnel 
ot the 
island. 
Myself and companidtfj 
being de- 
sirous Of seeing 
tUo 
monuments, 
concluded to tako a trip for that 
purpose, so wo wo stai ted for that 
placo, taking a lunch in our 
knap- 
sack so that wo would bo picpaicd 
for tho day's journey. When wo ar- 
rived at tho icef tho tido wa" 
out 
and wo stripped our foot and start- 
ed across, finding somo places very 
rough for 
baie 
foot. 
Tlieio 
aro 
two trails leading across the reef, 
mado by 
tho 
natives jears 
ago, 
when the' were building the mon- 
uments. 
It is said that tho materi- 
al was can icd 
from 
this island, 
and in tho night timo at that. 
It 
is also said that 
should 
ono 
of 
them start with 
a 
back 
load of 
material 
for tho monuments and 
find that day light would como be- 
fore ho could got there, 
ho would 
put it on a 
monument 
that thoy 
were building on tho south end of 
this island. 
This monument 
was 
built in this way. 
After crossing tho reef wo 
com- 
menced to explore the island; aftor 
making our way through tho thick 
brush for a timo wo found 
ono 
of 
tho monuments. 
It is GO feot wide 
90 feot long and 20 feot high. 
The 
outside 
is 
built 
of coial 
lock, 
while tho inside is of clay and sand. 
It is covered with brush and largo 
trjes. 
Years ago 
a 
largo villago 
stood near it, but 
now 
ono 
can 
haully 
get 
through 
for 
brush. 
Thoro aro fivo monuments 
on the 
island but on account of tho donsi-t- y 
of th6 brush wo weio unable to 
find moro than one. 
Tho cocoanut trees on this island 
aro very old and tall, which makes 
it 
difficult 
to 
got 
tho 
fruit. 
When wo aro away 
from 
lho 
vil-liag- 
tho cocoanut 
milk 
is 
the 
only drink wo have. 
I havo lcarnod on good 
authori- 
ty that it has not been many years 
sinco 
this 
peoplo 
practiced 
m 
to quite an extent, some 
of tho 
ovons 
that 
peoplo weie 
baked in aro in exislanco to day, 
with human bones in them, which 
tells tho sad story of many a poor 
victem that was roasted. 
A vanilla 
plantation 
is being 
started hero by Will S. Euthciford 
an Amorican, from California. 
Ho 
camo to Samoa about four months 
ago and 
got somo vanilla 
plants 
to start tho business. 
I went out 
to tho plantation 
tho 
other 
day 
with Mr. Euthorfoid 
to seo what 
progress tho plants 
woro making.
